N OW that the excitement in 
California over the Rose 
Parade and the Rose Bowl 
game has subsided, attention will 
doubtless be centered on Wash¬ 
ington where the new 76th Con¬ 
gress is moving into action. 

There can be little doubt now 
that the majority of the Ameri¬ 
can people are hoping for a more 
conservative trend in legislation. 
Six years of experimentation with 
more or less drastic “liberal” 
ideas has become somewhat dis¬ 
heartening and discouraging, and 
the ablest men in both major par¬ 
ties along with the rank and file 
have reached the sane conclu¬ 
sion, that recovery and prosperity 
cannot be bought with borrowed 
money and the only road to se¬ 
curity is through the intelligent 
promotion of business and indus¬ 
try. 

The extreme radical and vision¬ 
ary New Dealer is in the mi¬ 
nority in the New Congress, and 
if the conservat e Democrats 
and newly electeu Republicans 
will combine for the general wel¬ 
fare, forgetting partisan advan¬ 
tage, much good may be ac¬ 
complished. And there is every 
indication that such will be the 
case. 

There is certain to be a bitter 
fight over relief and WPA. The 
political use to which they have 
been put wul come in for a 
thorough airing, and it is to be 
hoped, a Congress' >nal investiga¬ 
tion. That there has been cor¬ 
ruption of the rankest sort can¬ 
not be denied. Responsibility 
therefore should be fixed. And 
the removal of Hopkins and Au- 
bry Williams from the relief set¬ 
up will not suffice. 

There is only one solution for 
the. -relief and WPA mess that 
has become a national scandal, 
the stench of which ascends to 
high heaven, and that is complete 
decentralization, placing admin¬ 
istration in the hands of state 
and local bi-partisan boards. This 
will eliminate Inc grafters and 
the unworthy, and incidentally 
save a lot of money. 

There are good reasons to be¬ 
lieve that the New Congress will 
do this, and every thinking citi- 1 
zen will approve.

Tax collection in California by 
Federal, state and local govern¬ 
ments have nearly doubled since 
1933, according to a recently 
completed survey. In 1933, gov¬ 
ernment took from Californians 
in taxes $449,410,504. Five years 
later, in the year ending June 
30, 1938 ,tax collections by these 
same governments totalled over 
$854,000,000. During this period 
Federal collections increased from 
$94,674,184 to $315,570,028, or 
233 per cent; state collections 
from $50,879,770 to $240,507,947
